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Is it sinful to donate one’s blood to another person?— 
Name withheld by request. 

Blood transfusions and the use of blood plasma has 

saved many lives in recent years. As far as I know, only 
one church group has any teaching concerning this, and 
they prohibit the giving of one’s blood to another person 
because of the Levitical law concerning eating blood. Le- 
viticus 17:10 says, “And whatsoever man there be of the 
house of Israel, or of the strangers that sojourn among 
you, that eateth any manner of blood; I will even set 
my face against that soul that eateth blood, and will cut 
him off from among his people.” Verse 14 says, “For it is 
the life of all flesh; the blood of it is for the life thereof: 
therefore I said unto the children of Israel, ye shall eat 
the blood of no manner of flesh: for the life of all flesh 
is in the blood thereof: whosoever eateth it shall be cut 
off.” ‘ 
It is quite evident that these scriptures refer in no way 
to the transfusing of one person’s blood to another per- 
son. Those who object to transfusions contend that the 
eating of blood is condemned, with no distinction made 
as to whether it is through the mouth or directly into the 
veins. Their contention is not altogether true. The entire 
discussion here concerns the offering of sacrifices to the 
Lord. The matter of eating blood is one of imbibing or 
consuming blood with pleasure and lust in order to satis- 
fy hunger or fleshly appetites. The children of Israel 
were allowed to eat the meat of their sacrifices, but the 
blood was not to be consumed, because it was (1) the life 
of the beast that was slain, (2) the token upon which the 
Lord forgave sins, and (3) a type of the shed blood of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Blood transfusions and the use of 
blood plasma is different altogether. The life of the per- 
son who donates the blood is not given, but only a portion 
of it, which is soon reproduced by the natural processes 
of the body. It is not devoured with gluttony or physical 
greed. Jesus laid down His life for us and commended us 
to eat His flesh and drink His blood (John 6:53-56). This 
is obviously a figurative scripture, but that figure is of 
His blood flowing in our veins. Jesus also deciared that 
we should love one another as He loved-us, and that we 
could have no greater love tan to lay down our lives 
for our friends (John 15:12, 13). Certainly, then, it would 
not be sinful for us to contribute a portion of our blood 
to save the life of a fellow man. That, at least, is the evi- 
dence of these scriptures, even though they have no direct 
bearing on this subject.

a boy?” But I want to use just the opposite, 
“What does it cost to lose a child?” 
I went into a filling station to get my car serviced, and 
I said, “Do you know where Mr. Smith lives in this town?” 
He said, “Sure, you see the green house on the hill here 
to the right?” 
I said, “Yes.” 
He said, “He doesn’t live there. He lives in the white 
house over here to the left.” Every time I go through that 
town I think of where Mr. Smith doesn’t live. 


Now he was trying to present truth to me by contrast. 
That is what I want to do with you. What does it cost to 
lose a boy? a girl? 

Robert Raikes sold the Sunday School to the world in 
1780 in Engiand, in a little room that was eleven feet long, 
eight feet wide, and seven feet high. He hired teachers 
and brought them into that little room to teach the boys 
who had become a menace to the city. I wonder if he were 
here tonight, what he would say? In five years they had 
one-quarter of a million boys “énrolled throughout the 
Sunday Schools of England. From that humble beginning 
has come an institution that is now serving at least 129 
nations of the earth, and more than 40 millions of people 
are enrolled in the Sunday School movement that you 
and I represent tonight. His objective as the founder of 
this great institution was the saving of a boy, for girls 
were not given the privileges then, and many years later, 
of Christian education. 

Now think with me. What does it cost to lose a boy? 

An eastern governor told me this story, and it comes 
the nearest of portraying this truth. I want to give it to 
you with my own application. 

A boy said to his business dad one morning, “If you 
don’t send me to a state hospital today for treatment, 
I’m gonna commit suicide tonight, and,” he said, “Dad, 
I wouldn’t turn over my hand for the difference.” 

The father dropped his banker’s books and said, “Son, 
what in the world is the matter with you!” 

He said, “I am physically diseased, Dad, and you and

Mother don’t know it; but I am literally physically rot- 
ten.” 

(Gene Tunney had an article in the Reader’s Digest 
sometime ago saying that we lost 100,000 more boys in 
one of the World Wars with social diseases than we lost 
by bloodshed. I wrote Mr. Tunney a personal letter ask- 
ing, “Are those figures correct?” He wrote back like this, 
“The half has never been told.” He said, “We picked a 
thousand boys in one camp, just at random, and 50 per 
cent of them were unfit for soldierhood or fatherhood.” 

-Somebody said, “But we have 6,000,000 boys and girls 
registered. with reputable physicians tonight socially and 
physically diseased—and twice as many are under quack 
doctors and home remedies as we have with reputable 
physicians.”’) 

The father, a banker, went to the house and told the 
mother, and they sobbed aloud while the boy packed his 
suitcase. In the afternoon they had him on a train send- 
ing him off to a state institution for treatment. 

In about a year he was sent back home and pro- 
nounced cured, but there is a very strange text in the 
Bible: “The sins of the fathers are visited unto the chil- 
dren unto the third and fourth generation of them that 
hate me.” 

In a year or two that teen-aged boy married a beauti- 
ful girl, and their first and only child was a son. When 
the son’s life came into existence, the mother’s life was 
snuffed out. This young, diseased father went over and 
looked at the dead young mother. Then he looked in the 
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crib at a half blind, half idiotic, half imbecile baby boy, 
and he was heard to say, “It’s more than I can bear.” 
He took a revolver, went just outside the bedroom door, 
and committed suicide. 

The governor, in relating this story to me, said, “The 
tragedy of it is that baby boy lived to be a grown young 
man.” 


IT WAS ONE CRIME after another, until 
finally he stood in a line in Buffalo, New York (I’ve been 
where it happened), took a handkerchief out of his pock- 
et, and wrapped it around a revolver that he held in his 
hand. (Probably there are parents in this house tonight 
that remember the story.) After some hours of standing 
in that line a mile long, he shook hands with President 
William McKinley, and he said, “President, I’m glad to 
see you.” When he said that, he pulled the revolver, 
snapped the trigger, and out went the life of William 
McKinley, of Canton, Ohio. 

In a few hours and days they had this boy caught and 
ready for execution. As usual, they said to him, “Any- 
thing you want to say?” 

He said, “Gentlemen, there is. I have never been inside 
of a Protestant church house in my life. I have never 
heard a gospel sermon preached in my life. I don’t know 
the name of a single preacher or Sunday School teacher 
living. My associates have been the scum of the earth. I 
have run with gamblers and harlots, outcasts, and drunk- 
ards, and I have now come to the end of my career. But, 
gentlemen, before you put that noose around my neck, 
I should like to ask you this question. Do you think Leon 
Czolgosz has had a chance in life?” With those words on 
his lips, the trap doors were sprung, and Leon Czolgosz 
went out of this life into the beyond. 


THE GOVERNOR said, “As a result of losing 
this boy back in the yesterdays, there were five major 
tragedies.” 

(Now you say, “Mr. London, it’s my business if I don’t 
want to send my child to Sunday School.” No it isn’t; 
it’s my business. “Why so?” I’m a taxpayer in this na- 
tion. 

I sat in Edgar Hoover’s office the other day, and they 
said, ‘‘We have in those drawers the names of 6,000,000 
American boys and girls. The average age is eighteen 
years. The cost to the taxpayers is $2,000,000 an hour. I 
never said a month; I never said a week; I said an hour. 
The taxpayers of this nation, in the last twelve months, 
have spent more than 16 millions of dollars to take care 
of boys and girls who have already gone wrong. There is 
a shadow over their lives and a stigma on their heads 
that will follow them to their graves, whether they get 
religion or whether they don’t.) 

The governor said, “I believe an ounce of preventative 
is worth a pound of cure in saving a boy before he gets 
into trouble. For,” he said, “the losing of that young boy 
back in the yesterdays caused five awful tragedies.” 

I said, “Governor, I’d like to hear you give me those 
five. What are they?” 

He said, “Here is the first one: The premature death of 
a young mother. There was no need for that mother to 
die. She was the victim of another’s wrong.” “The sins of 
the fathers are visited unto the children to the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate me.” 

In her dying hour she said, “I am the victim of the 
sins committed by another twenty years before we were 
married.” 
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I said, “Governor, what’s the second tragedy?” 

“The premature death of the young father.” Sometimes 
sin kills quickly; at other times it lingers like a Clarence 
Darrow of Chicago, clear on down to the end. 

I sat some months ago in the only leper colony in th 
United States. I could have touched 300 lepers on either 
side of me. I didn’t. I said, “What’s the youngest one 
here?” 

He said, “Eighteen months.” 

Down the aisle walked a beautiful daughter. I said, 
“What’s she in here for?” 

He said, “Leprosy, of course.” 

I said, “I don’t see any sign of leprosy.” 

“Ah, she has a tiny spot on her body.” 

I said, “How long will she live?” 

“Two years.” 

Down the aisle sat an old gentleman and an elderly 
lady opposite each other at a table. One’s nose was eaten 
off. One’s cheek bone was eaten through. One’s ear was 
gone. Both of them had stub feet, and the ends of their 
fingers were shriveling up and falling off. I said, “Doctor, 
how long have they been like this?” 

“Well,” he said, “it’s been going on for twenty-five 
years.” 

“How long will they live?” 

He said, “Forty years.” 

“Well,” I said, “sin is just like that.” Sometimes it has 
a very early beginning, and sometimes, like the sixteen- 
year-old daughter, it has a quick ending, and sometimes 
like a Clarence Darrow, who said at the age of seventy, 
“If I were just coming out of the university as a graduate, 
I’d go and commit suicide, for life isn’t worth the fight 
and the struggle.” Be careful, young man, for sooner or 
later the sin business will get you. It’ll run you down like 
a bloodhound and leave you to die like a dog out in the 
wilderness. Be sure your sin will find you out. There is 
no escape from this tragedy of sin. 


AND I SAID, “Governor, what is your third 
major tragedy?” 

“Oh,” he said, “a child was born with criminal tenden- 
cies.” Now there may be some psychologists and educa- 
tors here tonight, and you will probably laugh at me, 
but my mother used to say, “The proof of the pudding 
is in the eating of it.” I think something happened to 
my life before I was born that didn’t happen to either 
one of my four brothers and sisters. I’ve talked to my 
mother by the hour. Will you pardon a little testimony 
tonight? 

I don’t take any merit for this, for I had two brothers 
who went to the dogs and both of them came to tragic 
ends. They were born of the same parents, in the same 
home, but under different conditions. I started to Sunday 
School when I was three weeks old. In forty-nine years I 
missed twelve Sundays in Sunday School attendance. 
Twenty-five years of that time I never missed a single 
Sunday. 

“IT do not understand it,” Mrs. London said to me the 
other day, coming from Florida. “Dad, don’t you ever get 
tired of talking Sunday School? I’ve heard it now for 
over a month, three and four times a day on the Florida 
District, and you’ve talked it ever since we left Orlando, 
Florida. Don’t you ever get tired of it?” 

I said, “Never!” 


I believe the hope of this nation is in the saving of the * 


youth, and 90 per cent of it is going to come out of the

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© TEACHER TRAINING

EACHER TRAINING is the solution of 90 per cent 

of our Sunday School problems. Or, let us put it 

another way: We must begin with teacher train- 
ing if we are really going to solve the problems of 
Sunday School enlargement as well as Sunday School 
improvement. Now, first of all, we notice that teacher 
training is vital to Sunday School enlargement. I should 
not have to tell you that. Often we have more pupils 
without more teachers. As I have already pointed out to 
you, we are already beginning to see the results of the 
Evangelical Teachérs’ Training Association. The multi- 
plication of those who have not only been prepared to 
teach, but those who have been prepared to train others 
to teach, was such that while we were losing pupils we 
were gaining teachers. That has been going on until to- 
day we rejoice in the fact that because we had more 
teachers we are beginning to have a great many more 
pupils. How can we have more pupils without more teach- 
ers? Right away we can see that if we are going to make 
any progress in reaching the great multitudes of boys 
and girls that are all about us, we shall have to get after 
the faculty. If we want to double our Sunday School, first 
of all we must double our faculty. 

Now I am not against any program or contest. It is all 
very nice, and I think there is a certain amount of en- 
thusiasm that we need in having rivalry relations— 
school with school, class with class, or department with 
department. I think there is value there. I don’t want to 
say anything to discourage you, but please remember, 
that is not what really builds a Sunday School. It is im- 
portant for us to know that after we have completed our 
contest and have gathered in a large number, when we 
come to the end of the year, we shall be discouraged to 
find that we are just about where we began. Why? Very 
simple; we did not have anybody there to take care of 
these new boys and girls that we succeeded in getting 
through our campaign. 

When we are going to expect more students, the first 
thing we shall do is enlarge the faculty of the school in 
order to take care of those additional students that we 
shall acquire. Why shouldn’t the Sunday School use the 
same method that other educational institutions use— 
look after the teachers first? Then we may hope not only 
to get, but to keep the children. I am hoping you will go 
back to your churches with a vision of doubling your Sun- 
day School, tripling your Sunday School, nothing less, be- 
cause it can be done, and it must be done. But, first of all, 
give attention to the teaching situation and be sure that 
when you have twice as many pupils, you have previously 
prepared twice as many teachers. 


Now THE SECOND thing, and that would 
seem to be the more important thing: Teacher training 
is vital to Sunday School improvement. I hardly need to 
tell you that; that is self-evident. Our educational insti- 
tutions are in the habit of publishing a catalog. On the 
irst page, the title page, of that catalog is a list of the 
faculty with the accompanying degrees that indicate 
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their preparation. Now, these schools are making an ap- 
peal to the public, and if they are going to have any pres- 
tige with the public or with their constituency, they have 
to have a faculty that can be recognized as a faculty. 
Did you ever stop to think of the Sunday School as a 
school in the same sense of the word? And if we are go- 
ing to have any prestige in the neighborhood; if we are 
going to get fathers and mothers to take as great an in- 
terest in the Sunday School as they do in the public school, 
what is the difference? This is just about the difference— 
in the public school they have a real teacher, a prepared 
teacher. If the students are not really as interested and 
concerned about the Bible as they are about geography, 
history, and those subjects, isn’t it only because of the 
teacher? It certainly is not because geography and his- 
tory are more important than the Bible. So, of a necessity, 
if we are going to be a school, we must have those who 
are as competent to teach the textbook of our schools as 
teachers in other educational institutions. There can not 
be any improvement unless we begin with the teacher. 
Note, the teacher is 85 per cent of our Sunday School. I 
am not making that statement; it has been made by 
others. The teacher is 85 per cent of any educational 
institution; 15 per cent is your curriculum or the equiva- 
lent, but 85 per cent is the teacher. 

Perhaps we overlook the real essentials when we go to 
plan for a Sunday School. Now, I am in great sympathy 
with good housing, good equipment, and anything else 
that will add to the success of the teaching ministry, but 
before we do those things, we must have a teacher, a real 
teacher. A Sunday School can be had with just three 
things: a teacher, a lesson, and a pupil. Therefore, we 
must work on those three things before we talk about 
our equipment, our housing, and a great many other 
things which we believe in thoroughly, but do not always 
put them first. As we think of the teacher, the lesson, and 
the pupil, the teacher always comes first, because, as I 
have already said, there in your school the teacher is the 
most important part. 

Let us analyze a little bit further on what we mean by 
having a real teacher in our school and how that will 
affect some of our problems. Now, undoubtedly, you are 
going to bring some of your problems here this after- 
noon. I hope you will, and I am going to give you time, 
but before we do that let me ask you this. Have you ever 
tested your progress on the basis of having a real teacher 
in your Sunday School? I think I am not mistaken when 
I say that the greatest problem in the Sunday School to- 
day is the matter of attendance. We have, perhaps, 65 
per cent of our enrollment in attendance. Now I do not 
suppose that would be true of many of you. You may be 
able to get up and tell me, “Why, at our Sunday School 
we have 75 per cent or 85 per cent of our enrollment in 
attendance.” Well, that is wonderful; I know you want it 
that way. But I tell you, we are not going to get any- 
where if we can not get boys and girls interested enough 
to come every Sunday. We don’t have enough time as it 
is. What could we ever do in public school if a boy came 
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on Monday and stayed home Tuesday; came on Wednes- 
day and stayed home Thursday? Why, the public school- 
teachers would fold up their hands and say, “We can’t 
teach. We can’t do anything with such irregularity.” Yet, 
that is what the Sunday School is trying to do. We are 
trying to put something across that is very important 
and yet we don’t have the pupils there. Well, I tell you 
right now why the administration can help in a large 
way to correct that irregular attendance—it is primarily 
a teaching problem. 

First of all, you have to have an interested pupil. Boys 
and girls come to Sunday School when they are interested 
and when their parents are interested. That word “in- 
terest” is a magic word. We can rightfully put every- 
thing in the Sunday School around the word “interest.” 


How can we interest the boys and girls in Sunday 
School? Here again we have many things to suggest that 
will be very helpful. In the last analysis, the most im- 
portant thing was the teacher. An interesting teacher will 
make interesting pupils. The average teacher without 
training is a handicap and finds difficulty in holding the 
interest of the pupils for, perhaps, the entire hour. Let 
me tell you this, if a teacher can hold the interest of a 
pupil for a whole hour or for the whole period of the 
Sunday School, that pupil will be back the next Sunday. 
In many instances you will find that the children have 
lost their interest long before the Sunday School period 
is over, but if that teacher knows how to wind up a lesson 
so that he will leave it in suspense, he has held the in- 
terest, and those boys and girls will come back the next 
Sunday to find out what happened next. I am not going 
to illustrate that, but I want to tell you that a part of 
teacher training is to enable your teachers to make the 
lesson so interesting the pupils are interested, and be- 
cause they are interested, they are there on time. 

You know, I was very much impressed when the 
Scripture Press told me that in the Daily Vacation Bible 
School there had been many requests for pre-session ma- 
terial. That means, something to give to the boys and 
girls who came before nine o’clock. Now that is unusual. 
Why? Because, it is not a question of coming on Sunday 
or an hour on Sunday, but it is a question of coming 
every day and coming for three hours a day, and yet, 
here it seems that we find churches which have groups 
that want to get there before nine o’clock. There must be 
something very interesting about those teachers; there 
must be something interesting about those lessons, that 
people will come ahead of time. They want us to provide 
something for those boys and girls who come ahead of 
time. A trained teacher will cause-that° very thing to 
happen in your very church and your Sunday School. 
Boys and girls will not only be there, but they will be 
there on time. Punctuality, as well as regularity, is a 
problem of the teachers that can be corrected. 

Then another problem. I am giving these because they 
are the two problems that were brought out in the ques- 
tionnaires as used not long ago in Akron, Ohio. I thought 
I had better tell you about that little pamphlet because 
you can get it down at our booth. It is “Is Teacher Train- 
ing Worthwhile?” It seems that a principal of schools 
in Akron, Ohio, Reverend Louis Wyman, was deeply in- 
terested in teacher training and the Sunday School as 
he was teaching in the Akron Bible Institute at the time 
he wanted to get his graduate’s degree. He asked the col- 
lege authorities if he could write on the subject of the 
Sunday School. They gave him the privilege. 
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He told me the story about that experience. He took 
ten Sunday Schools in Akron, of different denominations. 
One of them was in the country; one was in the suburbs. 
So he really had a crosscut where he could get a crosscut, 
of all the Sunday Schools in the city of Akron. He pre- 
pared a questionnaire, 45 questions, to send out to all the 
teachers in those churches. It was on the basis of the 
answers to those questions that he wrote his speech. Note 
this in particular: One of the questions was, “What is 
your greatest problem?” I have already indicated it—ir- 
regularity of attendance. The average attendance of 
those ten churches was 65 per cent. The second problem, 
and I will see to that in a minute, was lack of order. 

Now, while the average attendance in those ten Sunday 
Schools was 65 per cent, there was one Sunday School 
that was an exception. In that Sunday School they had 
no disorder. The pupils were interested. Some of them 
came ahead of time. They had an average attendance of 
97 per cent of their enrollment. Well, then, what made 
the difference between this Sunday School and the oth- 
ers? The difference was this: In that Sunday School, 
every teacher was required to have a teacher’s certificate. 
So, 80 per cent of the teachers had certificates of the Pre- 
liminary Course of the Evangelical Teacher Training As- 
sociation, and the other 20 per cent were getting them in 
the Akron Bible Institute. That is not just an isolated ex- 
perience. I can repeat it by many other illustrations to 
show you that when you have a trained teacher you will 
revolutionize your Sunday School, as far as improvement 
is concerned. 

Now disorder. Why is there disorder? I grant that once 
in a while you will find a malicious pupil. We have to 
treat them. Sometimes you will have to have the depart- 
ment superintendent and maybe even the superintendent 
to help you, but that is rare. Nearly all disorder is caused 
by restless boys and girls who are not interested in the 
lesson. Interested pupils never create disorder. So the 
remedy for disorder is teacher training. 

Well, I can go on and name some other things. But, 
above all I want to emphasize this fact. It has been 
brought out, perhaps not as much as I should like to have 
seen at this convention, that the teacher is the evangelist 
of your church. And, if the teacher is the evangelist, 
she needs to be trained. 

Now I am not going to talk any more this afternoon, 
but I am going to tell you about my conversion. Oh no, 
not about- my accepting Christ (that happened when I 
was eighteen years old), but my conversion to Christian 
education. I had been a pastor for some years, and when 
I came back from Japan, I fully expected to go back into 
the pastorate. The Lord had used me there. He had 
blessed me. My father had been a pastor, my grandfather, 
my great-grandfather, why shouldn’t I remain in the 
pastorate? But in God’s providence, as soon as I landed 
in San Francisco, I had a telegram to come to the Moody 
Bible Institute. I frankly admit, I didn’t want to go. Why 
should I give up the pulpit and become a teacher? But 
you know the Lord has His way with us, and He closed 
the door in that direction and had it open in this direc- 
tion. So, I went, but I resolved in my heart I’d be there 
one year, then I would go back to the pastorate where I 
belonged. 

Well, we may propose, but God disposes. I had not been 
there a year until I heard Dr. Johnson of the American 
Sunday School Union speak about the importance of th

Know-How 
for 
Better Teaching 


This is the second article summarizing principles of effec- 
tive teaching as presented in the new film, “No Vacant 
Chairs,” and its filmstrip sequels on “Successful Teaching.” 


THE PUPIL 


SUCCESSFUL teaching, as we have learned, 
begins with thorough preparation. But even a well- 
prepared teacher must have his pupils’ attention. And so 
the second filmstrip on “Successful Teaching” stresses the 
Law of the Pupil: the pupil must attend with interest 
the material being taught. 

Getting and holding attention, as the filmstrip points 
out, is largely a matter of eliminating the four d’s—dis- 
comfort, disturbance, distraction, and disinterest. 

If your pupils must sit in uncomfortable chairs, if their 
classroom is too hot or too cold or too stuffy, or if they 
are too crowded, their very discomfort will compete with 
you for their attention. Hence the wise teacher will see 
that his class is as comfortable as possible. 


2. Everyone looks up when the latecomer arrives. Dis- 
turbances like this divert attention and hinder you in ef- 
fective teaching. 
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1. Your pupils should be comfortable. Small children in 
big chairs can’t help but be uncomfortable—aoand there- 
fore inattentive. 


Disturbance and distraction should also be kept at a 
minimum. These include such things as confusion from 
other classes, the arrival of latecomers, or the arrival 
and departure of the one who collects the class records. 
A disorderly classroom or a jumbled pile of materials on 
the teacher’s table may also divert pupil attention from 
the lesson. Watch out, too, for mannerisms such as the 
habit of toying with your glasses which may draw atten- 
tion away from what is being taught. 


Most important of all is the problem of combatting dis- 
interest. Part of your task as a teacher is to make the 
lesson as interesting and thrilling as a baseball game. 
Vary your lesson presentation from week to week. Be 
enthusiastic. Don’t be afraid to change your expression

from time to time or to use gestures. 

Above all, tie in your lesson with the interests of your 
pupils. Of course, that will mean getting to know them 
outside of Sunday School hours. When you know how 
they think and react, however, you’ll find it easy to relate 
the lesson to such things as honesty on a boy’s paper 
route, to science or homemaking or whatever make up 
their special interests. And then you'll be well on the way 
towards more effective teaching. 


THE LANGUAGE 


BUT IMPORTANT as they are, knowing what 
you want to teach and being able to hold your pupils’ 
attention, are just the first steps in successful teaching. 
There’s the matter of being understood. As the third 
teacher training filmstrip implies, it was the teacher’s 
failure which was responsible for the little boy’s believing 
his Sunday School lesson had been about a wicked flea. 
Actually the lesson had been from the text, “The wicked 
flee when no man pursueth.” 

Making yourself understood depends first of all on 
choosing words which are within the range of your pu- 
pils and which they will understand without difficulty. 
Trying to teach by means of big words is like trying to 
force large boats through channels just wide enough for

rowboats. 

“Ted Brown uses simple words in his teaching,” the 
filmstrip points out. “He tells the story of Jonah this way: 
‘Soon the breeze was a strong wind. The waves got high- 
er and higher. The ship began to toss, and the sailors 
were afraid! Jonah was afraid, too!’ ” 

“Another teacher might have told the same story far 
less effectively with big words: ‘The turbulent waters 
were raging and fuming and the wind was of hurricane 
strength. It increased in velocity until it seemed the ves- 
sel would capsize momentarily.’ ” Obviously, Ted Brown’s 
way would be much more readily understood. 

The wise teacher will also use short sentences. ‘““Brown’s 
sentences,” the filmstrip points out, “are always simple— 
like this: ‘Yes! It was a big fish. Bigger than Jonah had 
ever seen before. Suddenly it opened its mouth. Jonah 
tried to swim. But it was too late!” 

“A less experienced teacher,” the filmstrip declares, 
“might tell it this way: ‘The great fish, which was big- 
ger than any fish Jonah had ever seen before, suddenly 
opened its tremendous mouth, and Jonah, who was strug- 
gling in the stormy waters, tried hard to swim, but be- 
cause the waves were so great, he was unable to, and the 
fish took one big swallow and, before he knew it, Jonah 
was sliding down into a big black cave inside the fish.’” 
How much easier it is to follow the steps of the story

In addition to using familiar words and simple, short 
sentences, you should speak distinctly and loudly enough 
to be heard with ease. Watch your pupils’ faces for indi- 
cations that they do not understand. Then be ready to 
help the meaning of your words by using illustrations. 
Pictures and objects will also help make difficult lesson 
portions clear. 

Finally, keep in mind that teaching is not just a one- 
way proposition with words traveling from you to the 
child. If you are teaching successfully, your pupils will be 
sending back “word boats” of their own—either in recit- 
ing and re-telling the lesson in their own words or in 
asking questions or making comments which show they 
understand. When this takes place, you have a teaching 
situation which promises success. 


THE LESSON 


THE FOURTH filmstrip on the Law of the 
Lesson touches on the very heart and life of successful 
teaching—the fact that the truth to be taught must be 
learned through truth already known. 

Before you can teach successfully you must know which 
factual and spiritual truths are already known by your 
pupils. Only then can you build on these known truths in 
teaching new truths. 

For that reason, taking time out to be with your Sun- 
day School pupils outside the classroom is a good invest- 
ment. A game of marbles or baseball, or an afternoon 
spent with them in doing something else they like to do 
will show you what they know and don’t know. So will a 
visit to their homes or a talk with their parents. 

This, however, is only half the picture. We also need to 
discover the unknowns. Suppose, for example—as one of 
the filmstrips does—that you are to teach a lesson on 
David and Goliath to a class of junior boys. Some won’t 
know who David is. Others may not know much about 
shepherds. Goliath may be unknown, and very few of them 
will realize how big he was. David’s sling will also require 
explanation. 

On the spiritual side, your pupils might need help in 
understanding spiritual courage, trust and victory. From 
among these spiritual unknowns, you might choose one 
as your aim for this lesson. Thus your purpose would 
possibly become that of teaching your pupils what it 
means to trust in God. You would keep the factual un- 
knowns in mind as you presented the story, clearing 
them up as you went along. 

“David was a shepherd boy who lived hundreds of years 
ago,” you might begin. “He took care of his father’s sheep 
while his brothers were at war. David was an Israelite. 
The Israelites were the people of God at war with the 
Philistines.” 

From there you would go on to introduce and explain 
about Goliath, “the biggest man in the whole army.” 
A modern slingshot and a shepherd’s sling could be shown 
to the class to show how God gave David victory. 

“When we talk about a sling today, we all think of a 
slingshot like this,” you would possibly explain, holding 
up a boy’s slingshot. “But David’s sling was different. It 
looked something like this,” you would add as you showed 
the class a shepherd’s sling. Then you would explain how 
David placed a stone in the sling, whirled it around and

Sunday School classes of our country. So out of the Sun- 
day School will come 85 per cent of our church people 
of the tomorrows, and 95 per cent of our preachers. Not 
over one-half of 1 per cent of our 6,000,000 listed crimi- 
nals came out of Sunday School classes. 

I said to Edgar Hoover’s assistant, “If there is nothing 
beyond the grave, and there is no hereafter, and nothing 
to the Bible, it would pay to build Sunday Schools, if for 
this country alone to make decent citizenship.” 

God knows we are a mess in this country. Our teen- 
agers are almost running our cities wild. 

There is a group of men coming from Congress pretty 
soon to study the conditions of our teen-agers in ten 
different cities in this country, and my 
home city is one of them. Why, we have them to meet out 
100 and 200 at a time and fight like cats and dogs, out of 
the high schools of my home city. I could stand here and 
tell you about organizations in the schools of this coun- 
try that would almost turn this city into a pandemonium 
before midnight if they knew what was going on in the 
average city in this country. Any country that produces 
three times as many criminal boys and girls as it pro- 
duces college students, there is something radically wrong 
with the program of that nation. 

We’ve got more girls tonight selling liquor in legalized 
liquor stores than we have in all the colleges in the United 
States put together. A crime is committed in this country 
every twenty-two seconds. Murder is committed every 
forty-five minutes. We are printing 15,000,000 dirty mag- 
azines that are not decent to look on, let alone knowing 
the contents. And that is what 36,000,000 unchurched 
youth in this nation are largely reading tonight. 

Somebody said, “You can tell what a nation is by what 
they are reading.” If that is the criterion to go by, God 
knows this nation is on the rocks. You can’t read that 
dirty, rotten true-story type of literature and have an 
appetite for Sunday School Sunday morning. 

I never smoked a cigarette in my life. I’ve treated every 
woman as I’d want every gentleman to treat my women 
folk. As far as my memory recalls, I’ve never used a word 
in public or private that I couldn’t use in this mixed 
audience tonight. And I repeat it, I don’t take any merit 
for it. 

“What happened to me, Mother?” 

“T don’t know.” My mother was a singer for big camp 
meetings in the State of Texas. Sometimes there would 
be 5,000 to 10,000 people attending those great camp meet- 
ings in the South, and my mother was the singer, oft- 
times. 

She said, “Months prior to your birth, why I got happy 
and ran down one aisle and shouted up the next.” 

I have seen my mother shout until the hairpins would 
come out, and her hair would come down her back. Of 
course, that was a long time before bobbed hair was ever 
discovered. 

She said, “Son, you were born under those conditions.” 

You can’t improve on those old-fashioned shouting 
mothers. Come on, say “Amen” to that. 

One of the curses of this nation is the cigarette- 
smoking, dram-drinking, dancing, sin-loving-woman type 
of motherhood that is to be our mothers in the tomor- 
rows for our future generation. May God save this coun- 
try from that awful collapse by saving our womanhood 
from the toboggan slide of their home tonight. There is 
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no use to mince words. The womanhood of this nation 
is on its way down, and the first thing you know, we are 
going to be out. You.can not do as we are doing in this 
country and come out safely in the tomorrows. 


I WAS COMING down an eastern highway. 
A big bulletin board said, “This is the site where Jona- 
than Edwards preached his sermon ‘Sinners in the Hands 
of an Angry God.’” 

I said to Mrs. London, “We’ll stop the car, and I’ll tell 
you about it. Jonathan Edwards came out of a Christian 
home. Converted in his early years, he married a girl 
of the church. Over a period of two generations, seventy 
years, they observed more than a thousand descendants 
of the Edwards family. From those descendants have 
come 30 preachers. There were sixty-five authors of 
good books and sixty college professors. “Outside of Aaron 
Byrd,” Graham said, “who married a bad girl and got 
into trouble, it is on the statute books of New York that 
the Edwards family didn’t cost the state one single dollar 
for wrong living.” 

We hadn’t gone but a few counties until a sign said, 
“This is the county of Max Dukes”—a ficticious name, 
but a real character. “Well,” I said, “stop the car again.” 

“Who’s Max Dukes?” 

I said, “He was never inside a Protestant church in his 
life. He never saw a Sunday School class in his life. He 
married a girl off the street.” They observed over 700 
descendants of the Max Dukes’ family over two genera- 
tions, seventy years; and hear me, out of the Max Dukes 
family alone have come 300 criminals. A hundred were 
sent to the penitentiaries of New York on an average of 
thirteen years each, and it cost $1,250,000 to raise the 
Dukes’ outfit alone. 

A man said to me in New York City, “We are still pay- 
ing taxes in this city on Max Dukes’ criminals as a result 
of not saving that boy and that girl back in the yester- 
days.” 

Hear me, National Association members and friends! 
Listen to me! God said go out and pay every bill there is 
to pay, and study the Sunday School youth across the 
states of this Union so that our boys and girls will be 
swept in by the thousands and save them before they go 
over the precipice from which millions will never return. 


I SAID, “Governor, what’s the fourth major 
tragedy?” 

He said, “The president of the United States is dead.” 

I said just a few weeks ago, at this tomb in Canton, 
Ohio, “Mr. McKinley, no need for you to have died.” Why 
so? “You’re the victim of the loss of a boy back in the 
yesterdays.” 

I stood just the other day at the grave of John Dillin- 
ger. I began crying and praying. A preacher friend of 
mine said, “Mr. London,.a little sentiment I suppose?” 

I said, “Brother Savage, there is no sentiment in this. 
Listen to me, Savage! Listen to me.” The ten years that 
John Dillinger was running from the law of this country, 
a big part of the time was in jail and prison, and then 
the breakout, it cost the country $1,700,000 to kill him like 
a brute on a back street of Chicago. I’ve seen the spot 
where he fell. 

I said to a preacher friend, Joe Meyers, “Joe, what did 
Edgar Hoover call John Dillinger?” 

He said, “He called him a rat.” 

“Well,” I said, “here’s another rat that’s dead in the 
spot where John Dillinger fell. Joe Meyers, if it were not 
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for the Sunday School and the early conversion that you 
and I had, we might be gamblers, and racketeers, and 
outcasts. We might have been number three or number 
four that fell in this same back alley where John Dillin- 
ger fell, and without being inside of a church house for 
ten years during his former years. Reverse the circum- 
stances, and John Dillinger might be a Sunday School 
evangelist and A. S. London might have filled a gangster’s 
grave had it not been for the fact that a Sunday School 
teacher was true to her mission, and my old shouting 
Methodist mother was true to her calling.” 

When I was nine years old, they prayed with me until 
I was as conscious that I was converted as I am tonight. 
For God’s sake save the child before he goes wrong, for 
out in the tomorrows he may be swept from his moorings. 


I SAID, “Governor, what’s the last thing?” 

He said, “A boy’s life was taken, who never had a 
chance.” 

I stood a few weeks ago in a Southern death cell. I’ve 
been in twenty of them, but this was the dirtiest one I 
ever saw. Two teen-age boys were sitting on the dirtiest 
cot. I put my arms around them. I said, “How old are you 
boys?” 

They said, “Eighteen.” 

I pulled one of them up to my cheek. I don’t think he 
had ever shaved. He was more like a thirteen-or fourteen- 
year-old child. Pretty soon the district attorney pulled 
my coat and said, “Mr. London, we’ll have to go. We are 
bringing a portable electric chair to the courthouse to set 
these boys down in and turn on 2,300 volts of electricity.” 
One of the boys fell into my embrace and dropped tears 
onto the lapel of my coat. I couldn’t help but think of 
my boys. 

I said, “Boys, did you come out of the Sunday School 
and church?” 

They said, “We haven’t seen a church since we were 
babies.” 

“Where did you live?” 

One of them said, “I’ve lived within three blocks of a 
church for ten years.” 

“What kind of a church?” 

He said, “I don’t know.” 

“Did you ever hear the preacher?” 

He said, “I didn’t know they had any.” 

“Well, did you ever meet the Sunday School superin- 
tendent or teachers?” 

He said, “I never heard of them.” 

I started to go out; he kept hanging on to me and he 
said a thing to me that I’ll carry to my grave. He said, 
“Mr. London, I won’t ask you to go before the pardoning 
board of the State, or the governor, for it’s already set- 
tled, and they are bringing the chair to this courthouse 
now, and I am soon to die. But, Mr. London, I want you 
to get this message from me. As far as I know, the back 
of every man’s and woman’s hand in the churches of the 
city where I live has been against me. If I have a friend 
on this earth, I don’t know it. Not even a post card has 
been sent from my parents in protest to save me from 
the electric chair.” And with tears trickling down that 
boy’s cheeks and literally dripping to the floor, he said, 
“Mr. London, if you had never had a friend since the day 
you were born, and the back of every man’s and woman’s 
hand had been against you, and nobody loved you, and 
nobody had ever spoken a kind word to you, and 
everybody was kicking you, tell me, Mr. London, tell me, 
would you be where you are today, and would I be where I 
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am had my circumstances been different?” 
As I was going down the corridors of that institution, 
I heard the wails of those two lads, eighteen years of age. 
What is a wail? It’s the cry of a boy who has no hope 
and not a friend and not even a letter or a post card or a 
kind word spoken to him as far as he knew in his life- 
time, dying within three blocks of a church without a 
friend. The tragedy and the cost of losing a child.

Sunday School and evangelism. He said evangelism with- 
out education is unavailing; it’s fruitless. He said, “Most 
churches, most evangelists, don’t keep statistics. If they 
did, they would be startled.” 

He gave an illustration of a church of a county of Ohio 
that had kept statistics about thirty-five years. Now in 
that county, in thirty-five years, they had 1,800 evange- 
listic campaigns. At the end of thirty-five years they had 
50 less church members than when they began. 

About that time my attention was called to Frank R. 
Brown. He had written a book. I guess it is out of print, 
Sunday School Evangelism. Now Frank R. Brown was a 
layman. This is for you superintendents as well as faculty, 
and above all for you teachers. But, Frank R. Brown had 
a vision; he gave away two things. The Sunday School 
is the greatest evangelistic field of the church. I believe it 
now, but I didn’t believe it. Second, he believed that the 
Sunday School teacher was the greatest of all evangelists. 
I believe it now, but I didn’t believe it. And, with that in 
mind, he accepted the position of superintendent of the 
Blackwoods Methodist Church of Brooklyn. At that time 
there were only eighty-five enrolled in that Sunday 
School. Frank R. Brown was there for thirty-five years, 
and because he believed that the Sunday School was the 
greatest evangelistic field of the church and the Sunday 
School teacher was the greatest of all evangelists, in those 
thirty-five years he built up that Sunday School from 
eighty-five to 3,500. But that wasn’t all; that wasn’t the 
best part of it. Because he believed that the Sunday 
School was the greatest evangelistic field of the church 
and the Sunday School teacher the greatest of all evan- 
gelists, Frank R. Brown saw 6,000, during those thirty- 
five years go from the Sunday School and become active 
and permanent members of the church. When I heard 
that I said, “O God, if you want me to stay in the teach- 
ing ministry, I’ll never go back to the pastorate.” 

Yes, the teacher has many advantages over the evan- 
gelist or even the pastor, because, when it comes to ef- 
fective evangelism, the pastor is across the road, but the 
teacher is face to face. If that teacher is consecrated; if 
she has a passion for evangelism, and she will have it, if 
she is a trained teacher, there is no reason why every boy 
and every girl in your Sunday School shouldn’t be 
brought to Christ. 


Now NEXT, I believe the most important 
reason why we need training for the Sunday School 
teacher is: We want to make evangelists out of every 


‘ teacher—evangelists that will be effective, evangelists 


that will do what even the pastor and the platform evan- 
gelist will not do. 

You are not going to finish the work if you just train 
the teachers you now have. Why? Because, you have no 
right to have a Sunday School of your present enroll- 
ment. I am sure you can’t come to a convention like 
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this without going back and saying, “We’ve got to double 
our Sunday School. If we double our Sunday School, it 
won’t take any time before we will double our church 
membership.” Do you know, if I went back to the pas- 
torate (I can’t go), I don’t know as I would preach at all. 
I’d give my whole time to building up a Sunday School 
and preparing the teachers. I’d build up a Sunday School 
of 5,000 and in ten years I’d have a church of 5,000 
members. I believe it, and if you go back now, you will 
easily have a vision for reaching boys and girls; but if 
you don’t have more teachers, you won’t get the boys and 
girls, and if you don’t have trained teachers, you won’t 
keep them. So then, you should have a perennial class, a 
training class, a training department, a normal depart- 
ment in the Sunday School. Regardless of what you do 
with your present teachers, you should start out during 
the Sunday School hour, bring in all your young people, 
and give them a vision of the great task and urge them 
to become teachers. During that Sunday School hour you 
start the units of our preliminary training course, and 
maybe those young people will volunteer to become teach- 
ers. I don’t blame young people for not wanting to teach 
when they don’t know how to teach. Why should we ask 
them to teach? Why should we say, “Will you teach?” 
We ought to say, “Can you teach?” And, we can’t do that 
unless we have made some provision for their training. 
But, you will find if you keep that class going, year after 
year, you will have a constant increase of your teaching 
faculty, and you need more teachers. You need teachers 
that will be able to take the place of absentees. What do 
you do when a teacher is absent? Go to the Bible Class. 
Oh, that’s why boys and girls don’t come to Sunday 
School—because they get a substitute from a place that 
doesn’t know anything about them and can’t be sym- 
pathetic in any way. 

The Bible Class is not the reserved place for teachers. 


You should have them in training. You should have these’ 


reserves that you can get a hold of. And, our program 
is two years’ training of young people during the Sunday 
School hour and then letting them go into the various 
departments tu get their departmental work. If they pre- 
fer the Primary Department or Junior Department or the 
Intermediate Department, whichever they want, they are 
there for one year under the instruction of your depart- 
ment superintendent, and they will not only receive in- 
struction, but they are ready to be the reserve teacher. 
Those are the teachers that you want when someone is 
ill, when some are incapacitated. 

One other thing. Maybe I’m not following the outline, 
but one more thing I want to call your attention to. Not 
long ago I wrote an article in The Sunday School Times 
which was suggested to me about the teachers having a 
sabbatical year. They said if you ever get caught up with 
your teachers so that you have enough teachers over, 
why not give the teachers one year off during which they 
can attend training classes and prepare themselves, bet- 
ter equip themselves, for their work. Now there is a great 
deal in that. For more reasons than one, we ought to, in 
some way besides our training class, encourage our 
teachers to further equip themselves. 

I haven’t finished my training. I am still learning. We 
all can learn, but unless our teachers have some time; 
unless we can have enough teachers to excuse them for a 
year for this special education, they just can’t ever get to 


it. 
Well, there is this point, too. You have some teachers in 
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your Sunday School that are not measuring up. How are 
you going to get rid of them? That’s a real problem. If 
you had a sabbatical year, however, and say, “Now this 
year is given to you in order that you might better pre- 
pare yourself.” If they don’t prepare themselves, we sim- 
ply don’t use them at the end of the sabbatical year. 
Something like that will help us keep the teachers that 
are really in earnest. 

Now, one more thought. I believe we should begin with 
the young people because there are some teachers today 
who don’t need any training. Oh no, they don’t need any 
training. They’ve been teaching for twenty-five years, 
and there isn’t anything they don’t know. They don’t 
need any training. If you talk about training to them, 
they say, “Oh no, I’ll resign.” It is very unfortunate when 
you have teachers of that kind. But, I would suggest that 
you start with the young people, and when these older 
teachers begin to see that we are doing something dif- 
ferent with the young people, they will either take the 
training or resign. You don’t have to ask them to resign. 
They’ll pop up, and you will have somebody to take their 
place who is qualified. 

So, begin with your young people, your prospective 
teachers, and immediately, I am sure, you will start the 
ball rolling so that you will have not only larger but bet- 
ter Sunday Schools.

released one of the leather thongs to send the stone sail- 
ing through the air. 

Up to this point your lesson would be a series of bridges 
from factual knowns to factual unknowns—but still an- 
other bridge would be needed to present the spiritual ap- 
plication. “All of us have enemies—giants in our lives, 
too,” you might point out. “Maybe temper, fear, lying, 
stealing. But we can gain the victory over them as David 
did. Not by trusting in our own strength, but by putting 
our trust in God and letting Him fight the battle for us.” 

Thus on the foundation of what they had learned 
about David you would build a bridge which would take 
them into the new and wonderful experience of learning 


to trust God.

The NCC will seek to strengthen the 
church schools, Christian schools and 
kindergartens, and impart Christian 
influences in the general educational 
program. It will also venture to re- 
quest the cooperation of the mission 
boards overseas, “as a rare historic 
opportunity to achieve their primary 
purpose.” Special conferences in dif- 
ferent centres will be held in order to 
explain the plans of this campaign. A 
comprehensive Christian history of 
Japan will be published and plans 
made for several significant memorial 
enterprises. “We shall try to —— 
then social welfare work, and 
Christianize industry, rural life and 
labor unions,” the NCC declared, and 
“instill with the gospel all daily life 
and activities in order to reach un- 
touched fields.” 


DIVINE HEALING REACHES 
MOHAMMEDANS AND CATHOLICS 


ALGIERS, North Africa (EP) An 
article in the British Redemption Tid- 
ings quotes the Pentecostal missionary 
Douglas Scott in a detailed descrip- 
tion of the means used by Scott and 
his workers in carrying on missionary 
work in France and in North Africa. 
Scotts story is as follows: 

We usually hire a neutral hall in 
the town, for Catholics would never 
come into a building which savoured 
a Protestant temple, but they will 
come into a neutral hall where their 
faith is not compromised. We then 
distribute in the town several thou- 
sand leaflets announcing a series of 
conferences on “miracles of the = 
—and miracles of today,” inviting 
three classes of people to come: be- 
lievers —to deepen their faith; unbe- 
lievers—to be convinced of the truth; 
the sick and incurable—to be healed. 
Unless we are starting in a completely 
new place, we usually take a few peo- 
ple who have already been healed in 
other missions to testify, and we an- 
nounce that hands will laid on the 
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sick at the close of each conference. 
Needless to say that the “conference” 
is just simply an evangelical meeting 
where hymns are —_ prayer is of- 
fered, the Word is read, and an evan- 
gelical message is given. 

We can sincerely say that all our 
work in France and now in Algeria 
has been built up on the divine mani- 
festation of God’s power to heal the 
sick. The mentality of the average 
Roman Catholic who has any faith at 
all permits him to believe in miracles, 
for they have many shrines such as 
“Lourdes” and “Lisieux” where the 
sick from all parts come with the 
faint hope of being healed—although 
only a very few out of each pilgrim- 
age are ever healed. But the Roman 
Catholic still believes that if only he 
could touch God, the miracle is pos- 
sible, and they soon realize in our 
ae that not only we know how 
to touch God, but by the indwelling of 
the Holy Spirit, God is working with 
us. It mostly happens that in the first 
meetings the Lord heals several peo- 
ple instantaneously—a blind, a deaf 
or a paralyzed person, so that those 
pee can realize the power of God 

being visibly manifested; but some- 
times it is a cancer or some other in- 
curable complaint, and the person 
healed comes back again to another 
meeting and testifies. In these days 
people want to see something in order 
to believe, for there is such a wave 
of unbelief sweeping these Catholic 
countries, and many now whose par- 
ents were staunch believers, have no 
more faith in the Roman Catholic 
Church, and there is a very large pro- 
portion of atheists. 

In the meetings in Algeria we have 
French Catholics, Spanish Catholics, 
Italian Catholics, Mohammedans and 
Israelites, and amongst all of these 
classes the Lord heals the sick. Some 
have faith. The Mohammedans cer- 
tainly have not, but the Lord would 
seem to heal in answer to our faith 
in order to accredit the gospel mes- 
sage. We have had Moslems convert- 
ed through divine healing, and all the 
Israelites in our Assemblies really con- 
verted and believing in the Lord Je- 
sus Christ as Saviour, have been 
brought in through the power of God 
to heal. We find in this ministry of 
divine healing many things which are 
not comprehensible from the human 
point of view, and the results can be 
classed in four categories. We have 
people who come in and who are both 
saved and healed by the power of the 
Lord. We have others who are healed 
miraculously, but who go away as the 
nine lepers; nevertheless, they have 
heard the Word. There are those who 
are not healed immediately, but who 





continue coming in the hope of being 
healed, and who come to a —s 
knowledge of the Lord Jesus Chris 
through the preached Word. And 
there are others who come and go 
without pee receiving an 


blessing either for body or soul. 
The Lord Jesus spoke of the Word 
as seed falling into four different 
kinds of ground, and this would seem 
to be the case as much in the 
healing of the body as in the salva- 
tion of the soul... . We find effective- 
ly that about 25 per cent of those who 
come in are healed and about 25 per 
cent are saved. We have, at the pres- 
ent moment, round about 160 Assem- 
blies in France, all of which have been 
opened on the ministry of divine heal- 
ing according to Mark 16:15-20, and 
it would seem that this is God’s way 
still today to touch the unbelieving 
masses and the Roman Catholics who 
are sitting in darkness and groping 
for the light. 

We can give you the following re- 
sults from a little over a year’s work 
here in North Africa. Here in Algiers, 
we have more than 150 converts bap- 
tized in water by immersion which, 
for a Catholic, means a definite break 
from his old religion, and we are 
preaching regularly every week to a 
thousand people in four different 
halls in the town. In a new work in 
Oran, opened last November, the 
evangelists have been preaching to as 
many as 4,600 people each week; 
many have been definitely saved and 
a series of miracles and healings have 
confirmed the Word of God. It is too 
early to count the definite results, but 
we feel sure that there is a rich har- 
vest in store. 


NOTES FROM THE NEWS 


The 500th anniversary of the Gu- 
tenberg Bible and the 150th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society is being cel- 
ebrated in Geneva, October 17-30. The 
Gutenberg Bible, the world’s first vol- 
ume printed from movable type, was 
neg oe at Mainz, Germany, by Jo- 

ann Gutenberg, in 1452. 

In a recent government breakdown 
of the 56 million employed persons in 
the U. S., 40 million (71 per cent) were 
wage and salary workers; 5% million 
(9.8 per cent), government workers; 
91% million (17 per cent), self-em- 
ployed; and one million (2 per cent), 
unpaid family workers. A breakdown 
of family income reports 13.4 per cent 
earning less than $500; 25 per cent, 
from $500 to $2,000; 35 per cent, $2,000 
to $4,000; 16 per cent, $4,000 to $6,000; 
7% per cent, $6,000 to 10,000; and 2.6 
per cent earning more than $10,000 
annually.
